METHODS OF COLLECTION. Particulars of areas intended to be sown were 
obtained from each #armer at the February-April collection of statistics 
and modified by reports received after the completion of seeding. 

For the »resent estimate, approximately 120: poiiee officers 
furnished reports on the 400 principal wheat districts in the State, 
giving the estimated yield per acre and a sunmary of tue conditions. 


RAINFALL ~ AGRICULTURAL AREAS, 1939. (mean for previous 34 years in 
parenthesis). Taking tne agricultural areas of tne State as a whole, 
the rainfall from April to July was approximately the same as the mean- 
6.58 (6.66) inches, and the crops were growing nicely during that period. 
August was exceptionally wet with 2 State average of 3.20 (1.98) inches 
and at that time it did not seem unreasonable to expect a record yield 
per acre, Then there was a change for the worse, both September and 
October being exceptionally dry. For those two months the State average 
was only 1.50 (2.96) inches, the Upper North registering only 0.53 (2.08) 
Hurray Mallee 1.08 (2.80), Western 1,10 (2,34), Central 1.50 (2.96) and 
Lower North 1.79 (3.8) inches. This dry spell unfortunately was also 
eccompanied by hot drying winds, and in some districts severe damage was 
caused by frosts. he Central, Lower North and South Eastern Divisions 
were able to withstand the dry spell fairly well, but crops deteriorated 
padly in the other Divisions, especially the Murray Mallee where the 
winter rains had not been so good as in the rest of the State, the April- 
July totals being only 4.27 (5.15) inches. Further deterioration was 
averted by the exceptionally heavy falls on the 31st October and follcw- 
ing days, and late crops rcecived great benefit, but the rain was too 
late in many cases, especially in the marginal erceas, Fortunately, very 
few districts report damage from rust, takcall, grasshoppers ac., and t™? 
above yicld of 33,000,000 bushels has been estimated,
